Washington, 
Fob, 
28 President 
Wilson's league of nations 
covenant 
calls the American people away from 
Washington’s doctrine to those of 
Trotsky, Senator Lodge, 
Republican 
leader asserted in a speech to the 
senate today. 
Criticism of the proposed constitu­ 
tion, Lodge said, however, does not ex­ 
tend to all plans for a league of na­ 
tions. 
“Everybody hates war and longs to 
make it impossible,’’ said Lodge. 
* “We ought to lay aside once and 
for all the suggestion that because 
»nen may differ as to the hest method 
of assuring the world’s 
peace in the 
future any one is against permanent 
peace if it can he obtained among sill 
the nations of mankind. 
“I will follow any man and vote for 
any measures 
which in 
my honest 
opinion will make for the maintenance 
of the world’s peace. 
I will follow no 
man and vote for no measure which, 
however well intended, 
seem in 
my 
hest judgment to lead to dissensions 
rather than to harmony 
among the 
nations, or to peril, injury or injustice 
to my own country.” 
Lodge said that in a m atter so vital 
to the world there should be no foggy 
meanings, need for explanations. The 
agreement, he said, “must be so plain 
and so explicit that no man can mis­ 
understand it.” 
“In the draft prepared for a con­ 
stitution of a League of Nations there 
is hardly a clause about the inter­ 
pretation of which men do not already 
differ. 
As it stands there is danger 
that the very nations which sign the 
constitution of the league will differ 
about the meaning of the various ar­ 
ticles 
within 
a twelve-month. 
It 
seems 
to 
have 
been 
very hastily 


drafted and the result is crudeness 
and looseness of expression. 
“I 
press this point because 
you 
cannot find world peace upon the 
cynical ‘scrap of paper’ doctrine, so 
dear to Germany. There is nothing 
so vital to the peace of the world as 
the .sanctity of treaties. To what ever 
instrument the United States agrees, 
it must carry out the provisions of 
that instrument to the last jot and 
title, therefore the language in which 
tho terms are stated must he as exact 
and precise and as free from any pos­ 
sibility of conflicting interpretations 
as it is possible to make them. 
“The explanation or interpretation 
of any of these doubtful passages is 
not sufficient if made* by one 
man, 
whether that man he tho President of 
the United States or a senator or any 
one else.” 
Lodge directly answered 
President 
Wilson’s personal explanation of the 
constitution’s 
provisions 
regarding 
the Monroe doctrine by saying: 
“ How any one can say that article 
ten extends the Monroe doctrine to all 
the world passes my comprehension.” 
“If you extend the Monroe doctrine, 
to all the world, it ceases to exist be­ 
cause it rests on nothing hut the dif­ 
ferentiation of the American hemi­ 
sphere from the rest of the world. 
“ Under this draft, Europe will have 
the right to take part in the settle­ 
ment of American questions and we, 
of course, shall have .the right to take 
part in the settlement of all questions 
in Europe and Asia and Africa. 
“ Europe and Asia are to take part 
in policing the American continent 
and the Panama Canal and in return 
we are to have the right to police tho 
Balkans and Asia Minor when we are 
asked to do so.”

TWELVE ROOM

despite volunteer fire 
fighters, 
who 
used bucket brigades, mud and salt in 
an effort to stem the blaze. 
The house was a large frame build­ 
ing, the

Alexander and by her son. 
Lawrence 
Alexander and family. The house was 
remodeled only a few years ago and 
was in good condition. The family dis­ 
covered the fire while eating dinner 
at noon, and an investigation showed 
that the roof was on fire. 
So strong 
was th 3 wind, that it fanned the 
flames rapidly, and they 
completely 
gutted the building, before anything 
could be done to stem the conflagra­ 
tion or remove any 
of the 
contents. 
Neighbors 
volunteering 
assistance 
helped get the two pianos and several 
other articles of furniture out anti as­ 
sisted in fighting the flames bv throw­ 
ing water until the wells gave out, 
when they threw mud and salt on the 
flames. 
Through supreme efforts of 
tho fire fighters, they saved all the 
outbuildings, including a shed near the 
house, which was repeatedly threat­ 
ened. 
In a short time the wind and 
flames had left the house u complete 
mass of ruins. 
The house was an old one, but had 
been remodeled in recent years , and 
the estimated loss will be easily twice 
as much as the insurance. 
S. B. Le- 
Sourd and Co. have $2,500 insurance 
on the house and $825 on the contents. 
It is thought that a new house will be 
erected on the premises as soon as 
possible.

the American people about $1,200,- 
000,000 a year for the next 2f> years 
to pay off the w ar debt, according to 
estimates of the Treasury, based on 
incomplete knowledge of 
precisely 
what tho final w ar debt w ill be. 
This calculation/is made on tin1 as 
sumption th a t the net w ar debt, with 
deductions for loans to the allies, will 
be in the neighborhood of 
$18,000,- 
0(40,000. 
Interest on this am ount at the rate 
of 4 1-4 per cent. would be $705,000,- 
000 a year, to- be raised by taxes, arid 
then repaid to bond holders. 
In ad­ 
dition about $417,000,000 would have 
to bo provided every year as a sink­ 
ing fund to redeem all bonds in 25 
years. 
This would require a cumulative 
sinking fund provision of 2,32 per 
cent. 
Congress has 
not 
authorized 
establishment of a sinking fund 
as 
recommended by Secretary Class. 
Treasury officials assert, that if this 
authorization is given, bonds might 
be bought up on the m arket each year, 
or called for redemption at the per­ 
iods provided in term s under which 
thev were sold.
